It is announced, apparently by au- 


thority, that the attempt to hold the 
Chicago Exposition on a dual site has 
been abandoned and the whole show 
will be concentrated on Jackson Park. 
This will leave the Illinois Central 
Railroad and the real estate specula- 
lators in peaceful possession oi the lake 
front and save the time and expense 
required for tilling In that location to 
the required extent. 


Un the other hand, it is threatened 


that the labor unions will make trou- 
ble at any site unless all their demands 
are complied with, and they have al- 
leady begun operations by driving off 
a gang of laborers who were clearing 
the ground preparatory to digging for 
the foundations. The abandonment 
of the lake front site will interfere with 
the collection of some conditional sub- 
scriptions, and as there i? scarcely any 
prospect that Congress will give the 
extra $5,000,000 required, the finan- 
cial ptospects of the exposition do not 
seem to be much brighter than its in- 
dustrial outlook. 


The history of this great enterprise 


for nearly two years past has been one 
of continual quarreling and confusion 
of plans. Selfishness has been con- 
spicuously displayed by everybody and 
every interest connected with it. 
The 


selfish Quarreling of opposing interests 
drove it out of New York, and as soon 
as that city bad lost the enterpaise 
which it had previously shown that it 
did not want, it bfgan a selfish attack 
on Chicago, which still continues. 


It has been the same way in Chica- 


One location has quarreled with 


another, one interest with another, 
speculators have tried to take advan- 
tage of rival speculators, the local di- 
rectory has wrangled with the govern- 
ment commission, and much of the 
trouble about a site has been caused by 
the efforts of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road to get an extravagant price for its 
lake front franchise. 
Now the labor 


unions are demanding that their rules 
shall prevail in the erection of the 
buildings, no matter how much neces- 
sity there may be for harrying the 
work. The scandal and unpopularity 
already attaching to what should be a 
great patriotic endertaking are such 
that it will need be a very brilliant

Superintendent Porter of the Census \ 


Bureau has issued a bulletin upon the ; 
subject of convicts in the penitentiaries. . 
The bulletin shows the number of con- ; 
victs in State prisons and penitentiar- • 
ies in the United States on June ist, 
1890, to have been 45.233. The num- 
ber reported in 1880 was 30,650, an 
increase 27.28 percent. The increase 
in the total population was 24.86 per 
cent. It thus appears that the peni- 
tentiary population is growing some- 
what more rapidly than the population 
at large, but the difference is not very 
appreciable. 
Of the penitentiary con- 


victs 43,442 are men and 1,701 are 
women, 30,546 are white and 14,687 
are colored, while of the 30,546 white 
convicts 23,004 are native born, 7267 
foreign born, and place of birth of 185 
are unknown. 


The Farmers' Alliance has improv- 


ed its money borrowing scheme which 
was originally intended to benefit far- 
mers only. They now demand that 
the Government shall lend money on 
real estate security at 2 per cent, per 
annum, but not more than $3000 to 
one individual. There is nothing said 
about limiting the loans to farmers, 
ers, and under its terms, if the demand 
becomes a law, city folks will have a 
chance to get Government money at 
from one-half to one-third the market 
rate. The Government will borrow 
money at four per cent, and lend it at 
two and after the National debt has 
been paid, tax the farmers to get mon- 
ey to lend away. 


Fire broke out Friday night in a row 


of tenement houses located in that part 
of Elizabeth, N. J., known as Peters- 
town. The tenements are occupied 
principally by Italian families who be- 
came greatly excited and narrowly es- 
caped • losing their lives in trying to 
save their effects.

One of the most novel experiments 


ever made by a' branch of the Govern- 
ment will be that of the Department of 
Agriculture in May for the production 
of rain in the arid section of Kansas 
by the explosion of gunpowder, nitro- 
glycerine or dynamite at a high alti- 
tude, Congress having made an appro- 
priation of £2000 for the purpose, 
Senator Farwell agreeing to make good 
any sum expended in excess of this 
amount. The Senator, who has been 
ridiculed on all sides for advocating 
the experiment, declares he is not its 
inventor and will not be pecuniarily 
benefitted by its success. He believes 
however, that explosions of nitro-glyc- 
erine in high altitudes by means of 
balloons will produce similar, possibly 
better results than cannon firing, caus- 
ing a generous downpour of rain. The 
probability of having rain to order has 
led to the suggestion that the next 
thing in order would be to devise a 
method for preventing too copious rain- 
falls. 


A Parkersburg, W. Va., dispatch of 


Saturday, says: Riverside, a beautiful 
suburb of Parkersburg, containing one 
thousand inhabitants, is totally sub- 
merged^and completely destroyed. Not 
one single house has escaped the de- 
structive effect of the overflow of the 
Kanawha, and the people have aban- 
doned their homes and taken refuge in 
the courthouse, churches and other 
public buildings in safer quarters of th e 
town. 


Destructive floods are

more frequent of late years as well as 
more destructive than formerly, and 
there is no doubt that the departure of 
our forests has much to do with them.

It is announced, apparently by au- 
thority, that the attempt 
to hold the 
Chicago Exposition on a dual site has 
been abandoned and the whole show 
will be concentrated on Jackson Park. 
This will leave 
the Illinois 
Central 
Railroad and 
the real estate specula- 
lators in peaceful possession ot the lake 
front and save the time and 
expense 
required for filling in that location to 
the required extent. 


Un the other hand, it is threatened 
that the labor unions will make trou- 
ble at anv site unless all their demands 
are complied with, and they have al. 
leady begun operations by driving oif 
a gang of laborers who were 
clearing 
the ground preparatory to digging for 
the 
foundations. 
The 
abandonment 
of the lake front site will interfere with 
the collection of some conditional sub- 
scriptions, and as there i? scarcely any 
prospect 
that Congress will give the 
extra $5,000,000 required, the 
finan- 
cial ptospects of the exposition do not 
seem to be much brighter than its in- 
dustrial outlook. 


The history of this great enterprise 
for nearly two years past has been one 
of continual quarreling and confusion 
of plans. 
Selfishness has been 
con- 
spicuously displayed by everybody and 
every interest connected with it. 
The 
selfish quarreling of opposing interests 
drove it out of New York, and as soon 
as that city bad lost 
the enterpaise 
which it had previously shown that it 
did not want, it bfgan a selfish attack 
on Chicago, which still continues. 


It has been the same way in Chica- 
go. 
One location has quarreled with 
another, one 
interest 
with 
another, 
speculators have tried to take advan- 
tage of rival speculators, the local di- 
rectory has wrangled with the govern- 
ment 
commission, and 
much of the 
trouble about a site has been caused by 
the efTorts of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road to get an extravagant price for its 
lake front franchise. 
Now the 
labor 
unions are demanding that their rules 
shall prevail 
in 
the erection 
of the 
buildings, no matter how much neces- 
sity there 
may 
be for hurrying 
the 
work. 
The scandal and unpopularity 
already attaching to what should be a 
great patriotic endertaking are such 
that it will 
need be a very 
brilliant 
success to efface their memory.

FEED FOK FATTEXIXG HOGS. 


Indian meal, buckwheat bran and 


skimmed milk make excellent feed for 
fattening hogs. If milk cannot be sup- 
plied, the meal and bran will make a 
good diet if mixed with water. And if 
the water is sufficiently hot to partially 
cook the grain the feed will be made 
more digestible and the return which it 
•will yield will be largely increased. Of 
course the mixture must be cooled be- 
fore it is given to the stock, a point 
which boys who ire intrusted with feed- 
ing sometimes forget. Used in this way 
buckwheat will be more profitable than 
it will if fed to jouag cattle or to cows 
which are kept for the production of 
butter.—American Dairyman.

SAVE THE POTJIiTKT FEATHEBS. 


A Vermont woman who has made 


poultry pay says: ' 'I save feathers not 
only from ducks aad geese, but from 
chickens and turkeys. I have two big 
bags, one for the geese and duck and one 
for chicken and turkey feathers. 
When 


enough feathers have been collected to 
make a pillow or cushion I cut the shape 
out of bed ticking and stitch closely all 
around the edges, with the exception of 
a small opening lef D at the top in which 
to put the feathers- Before filling I turn 
the bag or case inside out and rub what 
is now the right or outside of the bag- 
well with common bar soap, then put in 
the feathers, tie up the whole in the bag 
and place ic with its contents in a clothes 
boiler and boil for a few minutes, mov- 
ing it about with a stick and lifting it 
up and down. Finally, I take it out, 
drain and squeeze out the water as well 
as I can and hang up in a light, airy 
place to dry.

TEACHING A COLT TO LEAD. 


TLe Breeder and Sports-nan indorses 


the following as the easiest, safest aad 
most ssnsible way to teach a colt to lead, 
its degree of efficiency being dependent 
upon previous training: 


Put a halter on the colt and halter- 


break it. 
Harness a gentle horse in a 


cart. Procure a slender stick like a 
broom-handle (the sprout of a willow, 
locut or elm. is as good) about four and 
one-half feet long; use it as a jockey- 
stick. Fasten one end with a thong of 
buckskin to the colt's halter at the chin. 
Make the other end fast to the centre of 
the breastplate of the harness. 
Then 


fasten a long strap or cord to the halter 
at the chin, and tie the end back so that 
it will hold the colt about abreast of the 
horse. The jockey-stick will hold the 
colt off from the horse about four feet. 
The strap will hold ntm from going in 
front. Start the horss o£ in a walk. If 
the colt fails to come up to place touch 
him with a whip. In five minutes the 
colt will trot alongside of the horse, 
more or less agreeable ^o you as he is 
well or otherwise broken to halter, or as 
he likes the company of the horse. You 
can turn either tvay without danger.

A fow years ago William Mid^ett, of 
"Roanoke, invontcd iiu improvement ou 
the oyster dredge for terrapin catching 
It was a heavy ropo net, with 
iron 
toothed jaws and with 
meshes 
big 
enough to permit the mud to pass 
through as tbo contrivancc was dragged 
along the bottom 
These nets ore used 
on sloops and canoes that 
run about in 
shallow water, 
and are more 
easily 
handled than an oyster schooner or pun- 
gió. 
To insure catchcs the 
weather 
must be cold enough to chill the water, 
when the terrapins at once bury them- 
selves in the mud and become torpid. 
Then they aro literally plowed out by 
the iron ja"ws of the turtle net as the ves- 
sel, under sail, drags its terrapin dc- 
fitroyer through the water. 


The terrapin is a swift and strong 
swimmer, and easily evades the gaping 
net if he is not rendered sluggish by the 
cold. 
In the fall, before the Avcathcr is 
cold enough to make dredging profitable 
and the terrapins are swiraming and feed- 
ing, a trap is used. 
This device is not 
unlike an immense lobster pot. 
Coarse 
netting covers live hoops three teet in 
diameter. 
The trap is between five and 
six feet deep, with a funnel in each end. 
Pish bait is hung in the centre. 
A pole 
is driven firmly in the mud and the trap 
is fastened to it in such a manner that 
part of the net remains above the watei. 
This is ingeniously arranged so that the 
imprisoned terrapin can come up and 
breathe air, without which he would 
drown in a short time. 
There is an 
opening in the sido of the trap 
from 
which the captive terrapin is taken out. 
Then the trap has to be rebaited, as the 
voracious prisoner devotes his sole at- 
tention to devouring the fish until he is 
lifted out. 
One fisher often has a dozen 
traps under his eyes as he sits on the 
shore until one of the poles moves. Then 
ho knows a terrapin is dining in the net. 


The hunting of terrapins -with dogs is 
chiefly practised about Roanoke and the 
Chesapeake Bay. 
Curs are the best, and 
six months is required to break one. 
A 
well trained terrapin dog is valued at 
$100. 
Once broken the dogs develop 
great sagacity for the chase. 
They are 
only used in the spawning season in the 
summer, when the terrapin leaves the 
water to deposit its eggs. 
The dog is 
taught to^follow along the water's edge 
until ho finds a terrapin track coming 
out of the water. 
Then the canine must 
determine whether it is a new or an old 
one. 
If old he passes on. 
If fresh he 
follows the trail to the terrapin's nest in 
the sand under grass or bushes, perhaps 
fifty yards away. 
When the dog dis- 
covers his prize he places his foot on her 
back and holds her while he barks. 
The 
man comes up, puts the terrapin in a net 
bag and the dog starts ofl[ in search of 
more game. 
As many as fifty terrapms 
liave in this way been caught by one dog 
in a single day. 
These terrapins are sold 
to pound keepers, who keep them until 
winter and then sell them. 


la many places terrapin hunters in the 
fall dig long, shallow ditches in the 
marshes and on üatá. 
When the tide is 
out they with brush scratch the muddy 
bottom to ii paste. 
Tlie tide packs it 
some, but it remains soft long enough 
for the terrapins to find and burrow in 
it—think they have found a soft spot in 
Y/hich to sleep through the cold winter.

SEVEN YEARS' EXPEIIIENCE WITH SILOS. 


Seven years' experience with silos at 
the Michigan Agricultural Station leads to 
the 
following 
conclusions: The silo 
should be built of lumber and located as 
near the feeding-place as possible, and 
on the same level. 
A silo twenty-two 
feet deep, ten fOct wide and fourteen 
feet long will be sufficient for 
sis 
months' feeding of ten cows weighing 
1000 pounds each, which will consume 
600 pounds of ensilage daily. 
For the 
silo the corn should not be harvested un- 
til well matured, 
A great deal of the 
feeding value has been lost in the past by 
cutting while too green and succulent. 
Silage corn should never be fed alone to 
obtain the best results, nor in too large 
proportion when combined with other 
fodder. 
Silage and clover hay 
com- 
bined make a most excellent mixture for 
coarse fodder. 
These with bran, shorts, 
corn-meal, etc., in proper proportions, 
make the most economical food for young 
cattle, and for making milk and beef.— 
Chicago Times. 


SAVE THE POUIiTRY FEATHERS, 


A Vermont woman who has made 
poultry pay says: ''I save feathers not 
only from ducks and geese, but from 
chickens and turkeys, 
I have tv,'o big 
bags, one for the geese and duck and one 
for chicken and turkey feathers. 
When 
enough feathers have been collectcd to 
make a pillow or cushion I cut the shape 
out of bed ticking and stitch closely all 
around the edges, with the exception of 
a small opening left at the top in which 
to put the feathers. Before filling I turn 
the bag or case inside out and rub what 
is now the right or outside of the bag 
well with common bar soap, then put in 
the feathers, tie up the whole in the bag 
and place ifc with its contents in a clothes 
boiler and boil for a few minutes, mov- 
ing it about with a stick and lifting it 
up and down. 
Finally, I 
take it out, 
drain and squeeze out the water as M^ell 
as I can and hang up in a light, airy 
place to dry. 
In a few days the feathers 
will be light and fiuffy and free from any 
unpleasant 
odor."—Farm^ 
Field a7id 
¿itockinan. 


C.VLVES IN WINTER, 


At first thought, any boy who has 
been brought up on the farm would bo 
able to tell, if questioned, what 
tho 
young animal needs the first winter of its 
life. So many poor, undersized creatures 
we 
see 
standing out-of-doors on a 
sunny day, late in winter or early spring, 
would seem to show that tho farmer 
himself did not put the knowledge in 
practice. 
If the calf, when cold weather 
comes on, is in a good, thriving condi- 
tion, it is of great importance that it is 
maintained until the animal is 
turned 
away in the spring to seek its own living. 
Warmth is the first essential, not only to 
comfort, but to development. If there is 
any difference in the stables, give 
tho 
calf tho best and warmest place. 
Water 
it regularly, and keep it housed all tho 
day. 
What one farmer said in regard to 
his daily, *'He never saw any good in a 
northwest wind for his herd," is equally 
true of the calf. 
Calves are usually shy 
in the fall, unless they have been fed and 
handled through the summer. Win their 
confidence, and keep it. 
Call them into 
the stable, instead of forcing them with 
rod or dog. 
When they are there, let 
them 
expect 
something 
appetizing. 
Apples, roots, or vegetables, of any kind 
will be appreciated. 
Of course tho daily 
ration of grain will not be omitted, 
Tho 
old way was to keep and feed young 
stock together with the few sheep kept 
on the farm. 
All were turned out in the 
morning, and fed in the yard. 
It 
was 
the '«survival of tho fittest," the strong 
selecting the best and trampling the bal- 
ance. 
It is sad to say that this practice 
is still continued, to some extent. 
An- 
tlirax, or "blackleg," frequently breaka 
out, always attacking the best and most 
hearty of the herd. 
As a 
preven- 
tive, give sulphur, mixed with salt, add- 
ing a small quantity of saltpeter. 
Lico 
are the pest of the young animal, and 
must be got rid of. 
If there are any 
among the herd 
that show signs of 
disease, take them out and isolate them. 
Keep by themselves apart from 
the 
others,—American 
Agriculturist. 


NEWS AND NOTES FOR WDKEff. 


TJiACIIlJiG A COLT TO LEAD. 


The Breeder and Bports'nan indorses 
the following a3 the easiest, safest and 
most sensible way to teach a colt to lead, 
its degree of efliciency being dependent 
upon previous training: 


Put a halter on the colt and halter- 
break it. 
Harness a gentle horse in a 
cart. 
Procure a slender stick like a 
broom-handle (the sprout of a willow, 
locut or elm is as good) about four and 
oneOialf feet long; use it as a jockey- 
Btick. 
Fasten one end with a thong of 
buckskin to the colt's halter at the chin. 
Make the other end fast to the centre of 
the breastplate of the harness. 
Then 
fasten a long strap or cord to the halter 
at the chin, and tie the end back so that 
it will hold the colt about abreast of the 
horse. 
The jockey-stick will hold tho 
colt oil from the horse about four feet. 
The strap will hold him from going in 
front. 
Start the horsy oil in a walk. If 
the colt fails to come up to place touch 
him with a whip. 
In five minutes tlie 
colt will trot alongside of tho horse, 
more or less agreeable lo you as he is 
well or otherwise broken to halter, or as 
he likes the company of the horse. You 
can turn either way without 
danger. 
You can fasten the jockey-stick to tlie 
shaft where it goes through the strap if 
you prefer. 
Then your stick would 
answer if four feet long," 


POINTS IN SHKISP BUYING,

part of farmers everywhere to purchase 
sheep than there was two or three years 
ago, 
Kelatively to other stock they pay 
better now than then,

Bheep of any ago aro not profitable for 
winter fattening. 
Only sheep that are 
in good condition, almost fat enough for 
the butcher, will bear grain 
feeding, 
and even they should be fed very

The ebulition should be kept up j 
steadily until the meat is tender, and no j 
longer, as nothing is more injurious to 
any boiled dish than to allow the boiling 
to stop or to cook it after it is done.—

rections as you nail. Powder a lump of 
alum as large as an egg, mix with half a 
pint of salt, put it on and let it remain. 
until perfectly dry. Get a smooth strong 
paper, thirteen inches long, eleven indies 
wide; fold the longest edges together 
and trim one end perfectly round. 'Now 
open the paper and make a round two- 
inch hole about an inch to one side of 
the fold for the thumb. Laid one side 
up it makes a right-hand pattern; turn it 
over aad it makes the left. 
The piece 


for the thumb is made on the same prin- 
ciple, folding a paper and rctmdinjj the 
end, 
having it as wide at the base as at 


the circumference of the hole. Wash the 
salt oft the hide, lay She pattern, mark 
around it with a pencil, and cut out. A 
good hide will make two pairs. Sew up 
hair side outward, softening with water., 
making holes with an. awl and using 
strong silk or a cobbler's waxed end, 
se wingstraight through with two threads, 
like harness work. Turn the mittens 
ficsii side out; oil to make pliable. They 
will be still at first, but soon become 
fitted to the hand, and few sale mittens 
are so durable.—2xew Ycrb Tribune.

Coffee Cake—One-half cup of sugar, 


one-half cup of butter, one-half cup of 
mol3sse3,one-half cup of coffee, one tea- 
spoonful of all kinds of spice, one cup 
of chopped raisins, one-half teaspoonr.il 
of soda. Flour to thicken. 


Roll Jelly Cake—Three eggs, and one 


cup each of susjar and Sour: add sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of water and a pincli 
of salt; lastly, very gradually stir in the 
Sour, in which has been sifted a heaping 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Light 
brown sugar is best for roll cake. 


v Cookies—Two cups cf sugar, one CUD 
of butter, three eggs, one (level) tea- 
spoonful of saieratus dissolved in a 
spoonf al of water. Flavor with nutmesr. 
Stir in sifted flour until the dough can 
be rolled with a rolling pin; the softer 
the dough is the batter; then roll, stamp 
out in small cakes, sprinkle sugar lightly 
over them while in the parts. Bake 
quickly. 


Crab-Apple Pudding — Take one 


quart of crab-apples, nicely cored, place 
over the fire with one pint of sugar and 
three cupfuls of cold water. Cook until 
clear and thick. Place in a deep pudding 
dish, and pour over a batter made as fol- 
lows: One-third of a cupful of batter, 
one cupful of sweet milk, two eggs, a 
spoonful of baking powder, and Sour to 
make a thin batter. Bake one hour. 
Serve with sweetened cream. 


3Iolded Rice—Boil half a pound of 


rice ia water till soft; dissolve half a 
pound of loaf sugar in the juice of two 
good lemons and a wineglass of rum; 
strain the rice from the water, and mis 
with it the lemon juice, sugar and rum, 
adding the rind of the lemon grated 
very finely; stir it all well together, and 
pour it into a previously wetted mold, 
and set it aside in a cool place till wanted 
when serve with a rich custard, flavored 
•with vanilla, over it.

PROPER WAY TO BOTTi. 


There is no process of cooking which 
requires so much care and is so often 
neglected as boiling. 
This is the most 
extravagant method of cooking any meat 
if the water in which the meat is cooked 
is not utilized as stock. 
Of necessity no 
meat can be boiled without losing some of 
its nourishing qualities ai^d 
enriching 
the water in which it is cooked. 
The 
French process for braising, by means of 
which meat is closely covered and slowly 
boiled in a stock which becomes gradu- 
ally absorbed by the meat, is the 
only 
one by which the meat does not suffer 
actual loss. 
There should be a 
slipht 
ebulition at the edge of the pot, nothing 
more. 
The ebulition should be kept up 
steadily until the meat is tender, and no 
longer, as nothing is more injurious to 
any boiled dish than to allow the boiling 
to stop or to cook it after it is done.— 
Chicago Ncxcs. 


HOMEMADE GOOD MITTENS. 


Spread the fresh hide of a young calf 
on a lloor and tack it around the 
edge 
with small nails, stretching it in all di- 
rections as you nail. 
Powder a lump of 
alum as large as an egg, mix with half a 
pint of salt, put it on and let it remain 
until perfectly dry. Get a smooth strong 
paper, thirteen inches long, eleven inches 
wide; fold the longest edges 
together 
and trim one end perfectly round. 
Now 
open the paper and make a round two- 
inch hole about an inch to one side of 
the fold for the thumb. 
Laid one side 
Up it makes a right-hand pattern; turn it 
over and it makes the left. 
The 
piece 
for the thumb is made on the same prin- 
ciple, folding a paper and rounding the 
end, having it as wide at the base as at 
the circumference of the hole. Wash the 
salt off the hide, lay ttie pattern, mark 
around it with a pencil, and cut out. A 
good hide will make two pairs. 
Sew up 
hair side outward, softening with water, 
making holes with an awl and 
using 
strong silk or a cobbler's waxed end, 
sewing straight through with two threads, 
like harness work. 
Turn the 
mittens 
ilush side out; oil to make pliable. They 
will be stiil at first, but soon 
become 
fitted to the hand, and few sale mittens 
ure so durable.—New Torh 
Tvihune.

Coffee Cake—One-half cup of sugar, 
one-half cup of butter, one-half cup of 
molasses,one-half cup of coffee, one tea- 
spoonful of all kinds of spice, one cup 
of chopped raisins, one-half teaspoonful 
of soda.

Roll Jelly Cake—Three eggs, and one 
cup each of sugar and flour; add sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of vcater and a pincli 
of salt; lastly, very gradually stir in the 
fiour, in which has been sifted a heaping 
teaspoonful of baking powder.

brown sugar is best for roll cake. 
^ Cookies—Two cups of sugar, one cup 
of butter, three eggs, one (level) tea'- 
spoonful of 
saleratus 
dissolved in a 
spoonful of water. Flavor with nutmeo-. 
Stir in sifted flour until the dough can 
be rolled with a rolling pin; the softer 
the dough is the better; then roll, stamp 
out in small cakes, sprinkle sugar lightly 
over them while iu the pans. 
Bako 
quickly, 


Crab-Apple 
Pudding — Take 
one 
quart of crab-apples, nicely cored, place 
over the fire with one pint of sugar and 
three cupfuls of cold water. 
Cook until 
clear and thick. Place in a deep pudding 
dish, and pour over a batter made as fol- 
lows: 
One-third of a cupful of butter, 
one cupful of sweet milk, two eggs, a 
spoonful of baking powder, and flour to 
make a thin batter. 
Bake one hour. 
Serve with sweetened crenm. 


Molded Rice—Boil half a pound of 
rice in water till soft; dissolve half a 
pound of loaf su^ar in the juice of two 
good lemons and a wineglass of rum; 
strain the rice from the water, and mix 
with it the lemon juice, sugar and rum, 
adding the rind of the lemon grated 
very finely; stir it all well together, and 
pour It into a previously wetted mold, 
and eet it aside in a cool place till w^anted 
when serve v:ith a rich custard, flavored 
with vanilla, over it.

battle of Gettysburg—Meade, Han 
cock and Reynolds, 
They were tbe 
heroes of tbe decisive struggle of tbe 
war; and the fact that a trio of great 
wairiors who were most conspicuous 
in Pchieving^the viotory that practic- 
ally entered final judgment in tbe 
fearful arbitrament of the swords, 
were Pennsylvauians in the only bat- 
tle fought on 
Pennsylvania 
soil, 
should make every patriotic citizen of 
the State glad to commemorate their 
heroism in imperishable statues on 
tbe crimsoned field.' 


General Reynolds who gave his 
life to the loyal cause in the prelim- 
inary conflict at Gettysburg, is al- 
ready honored by a heroic bronze 
statue near where he fell; but as yot 
there are no monuments of Generals 
Meade and Hancock on that historic 
field. 
It is not creditable to Penn- 
sylvania, nor is it creditable to the 
soldiers of the State that has been so 
lavish in generosity to the soldier and 
his household gods, that the statues 
of Meade and Hancock are not to be 
seen on the hills of Gettysburg more 
than a quarter of a century after the 
great battle of the rebellion. 


We are glad to note tliat a commit- 
tee of the George G. Meade Grand 
Army Post, Colonel James C. Biddle, 
of General Meade's staff, as chair- 
man, has pressed this duty upon the 
Legislature, and it will be gratifying 
to the public generally to know that 
the bill providing for equestrian stat- 
ues of Meade and Hancock has al- 
ready passed the Senate and is likely 
to pass the House. 
The bill appro- 
priates $45,000 for the Meade statue 
that is to have the likeness of all the 
Corps Commanders in bas-relief, and 
$35,000 for an equestrian statue of 
Hancock with likenesses of his Divis- 
ion Commanders. 


Meade and Hancock were two of 
the unrewarded heroes of our civil 
war. 
Any other President but Grant 
would have made Meade Lieutenant- 
General when Sheridan was promot- 
ed over the senior Major General and 
the hero of the decisive battle of the 
war, and Hancock would have been 
promoted to the Lieutenant General- 
ship had he survived Sheridan; but 
untimely death deprived both Meade 
and Hancock of the honors the na- 
tion would have most gladly accord- 
ed to them, and there is now no way 
to commemorate their heroism for 
future generations but by enduring 
monuments on the battle field that 
made their names lisped with affec- 
tion by every loyal tongue in the 
land. 


The Senate has done its duty by 
the prompt passage of the bill pro- 
viding 
for 
equestrian statues of 
Meade and Hancock on Cemetery 
Hill at Gettysburg, and the House 
would only reflect the patriotic sen- 
timent of the people of Pennsylvania 
by taking the bill up, in or out of or- 
der, at an early day and passing it by 
a unanimous vote.—Phila. Times.

through the rooms dovnted to the Eng- 
liah painters in tho National Gallory,

CliDd in 
IJarpofs 
Magazine. 
We shall find that the 
mass of the English painters have re- 
lied simply upon nature, and 
persist- 
ently consented themselves portraiture, 
tho sentimental drama of daily life, and 
the patient transcription of tho phe- 
nomena of sea, sky and lanpscapo- At 
the beginning of tho century we shall 
notice that some painters named Barry, 
Fueaeli, 
West 
and Haydon 
were 
haunted by poetic ambition, 
and im- 
agined that it was possible to begin 
where Raphael and Michaelaiigo had 
left off, and so continue to interest 
mankind by the rearrangement of life- 
less formnho and worn out conventions. 
The 
productions of these men, re- 
main, howevei', mere historical curiosi- 
ties*. 


Then we shall observe a chaufite in 
the current ideals of art and the appro- 
priation of now stores of jiootry and ro- 
mance, of National legend and universal 
myth.
